Another Slate Quarry. 

The slates uf Maine are beginning to be appre- 
iated. The notice that a formation of good slate 
1ad been found in No. 13, R. 3, in Aroostook, 
1as attracted general attention, as being another 
idence of the valuable geological characteristics 
f that section of the State. A knowledge of our 
reology is a great desideratum, and the ascertain- 
ng of facts of this kind and spreading them be- 
ore the public is the object and duty of the Scien- 
ific Survey now in course of prosecution. 

It may not be amiss, therefore, to say that 
nother formation of slate in which might be 
ypened an excellent quarry, was examined by a 
arty of that survey, in No. 3, Range 8th, from 
North line of Waldo patent, (marked No. 3, R. 
t, from Bingham purchase, on Greenleaf ’s map.) 
There were two localities of this slate examined. 
Ine of them cropped out on the banks of the| 
sebois stream, crossing itin a N. N. E. direction. | 
Tere is slate of good quality. It is of good color, | 
ough, and of good cleavage, and the amount, | 
orobably, inexhaustible. On careful examina- 
ion there could be seen but one objection to open- 
ng a quarry at this place, and that was its prox- 
mity to the water. On getting down a moder- 
ute depth, it would be expensive, if not impossi- 
ble, to keep the water out. It occurred to the 
party that by following the strike of the ledge 
over the bill near by, it might possibly be found 
cropping out at a higher elevation. On making 
the search, this was found to be the case, and 
fae specimens were there procure|. Here there 
is elevation enough to make it a very easy matter 
to avoid trouble from any water in the quarry. 

This locality is looked upon as being valuable. 
also, on account of its proximity to the boat nav- | 
igation of the Penobscot river. By cutting a) 
new road over good roading ground, say from | 
three to five miles, you are brought into a very | 
good road already made, which leads you, in the | 
course of seven or eight miles, to the mouth of, 
the Piscataquis river in Howland, where the 
Penobscot steamers stop during boating stage of 
the water. This would facilitate the getting the | 
slate to market, by making a material reduction | 
in the cost of transportation, from that of any 
other quarry at present open in Maine. The! 
truckage would probably be from a third to two- 
thirds less than from any other quarries. The 
land in this township is excelletit settling land, 
while there are several good mill privileges where 
settlers could have the conveniences of grist and 
saw mills so essential to the comfort of a people. 

There are good thrifty settlers now within three 
or four miles of the locality of slate referred to, 
and if any one doubts the agricultural capacity 
of the lands there, let him go and examine their 
farms and be convinced by the evidences of his 
own senses. 

When the railroad is finished up to Mattawam- 
keag, there will undoubtedly be a bridge con- 
structed across the Penobscot at the mouth of the 
Piscataquis, which will render the lands in that 
neighborhood still more eligible for settling pur- 
poses and greatly improve the material advan- 
tages of that section of the State. 
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Get reapy ror Trees. We not long ago ad- 
vised to set out ornamental and other trees in the 
autumn. If, however, you find it difficult to ac- 
complish all you wish to this fall, come as near 
to itas you can. Prepare your land for setting 
out trees early in the coming spring. As the 
harvesting is now about finished up, perhaps you 
will find a day or two to spare for this purpose. 
Land where you propose to set out out trees and 
shubbery next season, can be put into a good con- 
dition for this. It can be manured, plowed or 
trenched as you may wish, and even the holes 
dug into which you can place them as soon as 
they can be removed in the spring. In this way 
you can gain time from the spring hurry, ana 
have your trees, &., already to start as soon as 
any thing else does. By reference to our adver- 
tising columns, you will find the nursery men in 
different sections of the State are ready to supply 
you with every thing you may desire.

The aspect of affairs in Missouri is unusually 
encouraging. If we may credit recent intelli- 
gence, the rebels have been almost completely 
driven from the State. Price has continued his 
rapid retreat towards Arkansas, followed by Fre- 
mont and his auxiliary forces as expeditiously as 
his means of transportation have permitted. It, 
is hoped that Price may not be able to escape out 
of the State without a fight.

Be Carerce 1s Hircutxe your Horses. Per- 
haps it is not necessary to caution our readers 
about care in hitching horses, either iu the stall 
or elsewhere ; but 80 many accidents occur from a 
neglect of this care, that we think it will be well 
to again bring it to notice. It is an evil to hitch 
horses, giving them too much ‘* lee-way’’ with 
the halter. In the stable they are liable to get 
cast by stepping over the halter, and in many 12- 
stances they become so entangled that they die in 
the position. A horse should have sufficient 
leugth of halter to allow him to lie down with 
comfort, but not enough to make it dangerous to 
leave him for the night. Care should be taken 
in this respect, and no horse ever be hitched in a 
hurry by the owner, without thinking of this fact 
and giving attention to it. 

Last winter, we saw a gentleman drive up be- 
fore one of our stores, jump from his sleigh and 
hurriedly hitch his horse—a young animal—to a 
stone hitching post. The post had an iron rod 


and ring ia the top of it, and he drew the halter 


through the ring, hitching it at nearly the whole 
length. A little boy with a hand-sled passed by 
upon the side-walk, the sled slewed round a little, 
the horse caught sight of it, and although not 
much frightened he stepped up quickly to the 
length of the halter. This caused the sleigh to 


glance one side upon the icy street, which helped 
to alarm the horse and he began to perform evo-

Dear Farwer:—Of late we have had a good 
many cold nights in camp. A little after sunset 
the wind begins to blow from the north, and the 
men gladly put on their overcoats. By nine o'clock 
in the evening, when the guards are relieved, you 
may see the old guard coming in at ‘double- 
quick,”’ and the new guard (and properly ‘‘re- 
lief’) marching on their beats at quick time, 
their bayonets flashing cold in the moonlight, and 
all others that may chance to be on duty outside 
hurrying about as if beneath a December moon. 
In the back-ground the fort looms up grimly, with 
here and there a solitary sentinel on its half fin- 
ished battlements guarding the still unmounted 
columbiads and ciosed magazines. ‘This moon- 
light view of our camp and its surroundings is 
certainly picturesque, and will not soon pase from 
the memory of those who havea love for such 
scenes. ‘To-night is quite in contrast to those of 
the past week ; it is very mild, and the full round 
moon looks down gently on our now quiet camp; 
the sharp-pointed tents stand out clearly against 
the starless eastern sky, the softly penciled shad- 
ows falling upon them and the well-kept parades 
between. 

A few days since we had a regimental inspec- 
tion, the second since we have been here. The 
men made quite a soldierly appcarance with their 
well-packed knapsacks, haversacks, canteens, and 
other equipments, and, if I may be allowed to 
jadge, made rather a fine display. Lt. Col. Con- 
nor is now in command, Col. Marshall being still 
very sick of fever. Maj. Hyde, who is a favorite 
with the whole regiment, is still very active in 
drilling us. 

We are well pleased with our rifles now we 
have tested their shooting qualities. The target 
practice of our guards, every morning after the 
night’s duties, gives satisfactury proof that a reb- 
el would stand but a small chance for his life at 
any reasonable distance from those deadly muz- 
zles. One instance will serve to show the force 
with which they project the conical ball: one of 
the Zouave engineers fired at the heavy gate of 
the fort, which is made of eight-inch lumber, and 
the ball was sent clear through with a clean cut, 
and would have killed a rebel on the other side 
had he been there. 

lt is reported from headquarters that a well is 
to be dug in the camp for the use of the regiment, 
as we now have to bring our water in kettles 
some distance. Stables for the horses of the reg- 
iment are to be built immediately. We should 
have had the honor and satisfaction of going to 
Annapolis and being attached to the naval expe- 
dition to rendezvous at that place had not 80 | 
many of our men been sick and unable to do duty. 
The Tenth regiment being in better trim, has had 
the position assigned to them, though they have 
not yet left their camp at Patterson’s Park. 

The Ellsworth Pledge has been circulated in| 
several of our companies; the following is the) 
form of it :— 

‘*We the undersigned, pledge ourselves to each 
other and to our country not to give or use any 
vinous, malt, or distilled liquors, as a beverage, 
during our continuance in our country’s service ; 


and to do all in our power to promote temperance 
among our fellow soldiers.’’ 


I think it is to go through the whole regiment, 
and to do a great deal of good. Co. D. has on 
their pledge the Captain and forty-one men ; Co. 
I, has all the commissioned officers and fifty-one | 
mea; Co. H, has all the commissioned officers | 
and fifty men ; Co. K, has all the officers, except | 
the Captain, and furty men. May God prosper | 
this work so auspiciously begun! 

The camp is exceedingly dull just now ; scarce- 

ly anything worthy of note occurs, except in drill- | 
ing, and that is quite active. At night, the occa-| 
sional firing by the guard at some fancied fue, or | 
more often by accident, causes a momentary com- | 
motion and careless remark; or a revolver shot 
from the pickets at some saucy cur, for the vicin- 
ity of the camp abounds with dogs of all descrip- 
tions, most impudently familiar for rebels, and 
they often get a sly shot from our pickets. 
This is the time that the morals of the camp 
will be likely to suffer most, when the mind is 
unemployed and listless from the dull routine of 
camp duty. Ifwe had plenty of good reading 
there would be some occupation for the spare 
moments. Iam sorry to say vicious and vile 
reading has found its way into the regiment, in 
the shape of that miserable trash known as yel- 
low-covered novels ; it is strange that the perni- 
cious is always at hand while the good has to be 
brought from afar. We need also good addresses 
to the soldiers, pvtriotie, and moral; prayer- 
meetings, temperance-meetings, &e. We have 
eloquent and patriotic men in the line—why may 
not we have the benefit of their talents? It is 
needless to urge that it is the duty of the officers 
of the line to set the example, and foster every- 
thing calculated to elevate the morals of those 
committed to theircharge. It is a duty they owe 
to humanity, and above all to their country in 
this hour of her trial. Every personal and selfish 
consideration should be laid aside, and they should 
labor assiduously and unitedly to make the regi- 
ment an honor to their State.

The Bloody Battle of Ball’s Bluff. 


The correspondent of the New York World 
gives a very full and interesting account of the 
fight at Ball’s Bluff, in the direction of Leesburg, 
on Monday of last week. It appears that it had 
been arranged by Gen. McClellan for Gen. Stone’s 
forces to cross the Potomac near Edward's Ferry 
on Monday the 21st inst., to be followed by the 
crossing of Gen. Banks at Harper’s Ferry, 25 
miles above. Snnday afternoon the Quartermas- 
ter of the Mass. 15th, with a small party, crossed 
the Potomac and reconnoitered in the direction 
of Leesburg, about 4 miles, but found no ihdica- 
tion of the presence of the enemy. This report 
led Gen. Stone to infer that the rebels had aban- 
donei Leesburg and retired in the direction of 
Manassas. About 2 o’clock Monday morning, 
he ordered six companies of the Mass. 15th under 
Col. Devens, and two companies of the Tammany 
regiment to cross the Potomac at Harrison's [s- 
land, a low, fertile strip of land in the river, about 
five miles above Edward's Ferry, with a channel 
towards the Virginia shore of not more than 200| 
feet. This island had been previously held and | 
guarded by our troops. The river bank here 
rises abruptly nearly 100 feet, and it was with 
the greatest difficulty that the troops ascended. 

Col. Devens advanced early Monday morning in | 
the direction of Leesburg with his small force, 
and had proceeded not mure than a mile before 
he met the enemy’s skirmishers. In pursuance 
of orders Col. D. retired to the brow of the hights

From reliable parties who witnessed the fight 
at Fredericktown yesterday I gather the folluw- 
ing particulars: Col. Curlin, with parts of the 
2let, 23d, and 38th Lilinvis and 8th Wisconsin 
Col. Baker’s Indiana cavalry and Maj. Scofield’s 
battery, reached Fredericktown at nine o’elek in 
the morning, and at one P. M. were joined by 
the llth, 17th and 20th Illinois regiments and 
four hundred cavalry trom Cape Girardeau. The 
then advanced in pursuit of the rebels under Jeff. 
Thompson and Co . Lowe, who had let the place 
rapidly retreating south: but a mile from the 
city our troops discovered the entire force of the 
enemy drawn up in line of battle, rtly posted 
in an open field and partly in the adjoaees woods, 
with four 18-pounders well planted in their front 
Maj. Scofield immediately opened fire, and at tle 
fourth round silenced one of the rebel guns. The 
engagement then became general, and lasted about 
two hours ; but after the first half hour the rebels 
left the field in disorder, and took to the woods, 
closely followed by both our infantry and cavalry. 
Before leaving the field the rebel Colonel, Lowe, 
was shot in the head and instantly killed. Maj. 
Gavitt received five bullets while leading a charge 
thirty yards in advance of his command. Capt. 
Highman was killed in the same charge. Our 
loss is re ported to be five killed, five mortally and 
and twenty slightly wounded. The enemy's loss 
is not ascertained, but it is supposed to be consid- 
erable. At last accounts the rebels were in full 
retreat with their baggage train, and our troops 
in pursuit. 

wo rebel surgeons have come into Frederick- 
town for Col. Lowe's body. They acknowledge 
the loss of over 200 killed and wounded, but it 
must have been larger. 1 counted 25 dead bodies 
in one stubble field.

Pavvucan, 28th. Three companies of the Iili- 
nois 9th Regiment went to Saratoga, 48 miles up 
the Cumberland River, on Saturday, and attacked 
a company of rebel cavalry, 100 strong, complete- 
ly routing them. Rebel loss, 13 killed and 24 
prisoners ; 52 horses and all their camp equipage 
were also taken. The Federals had two wounded. 

Camp Ricwarpson, Bolivar, Mo., 26th. Gen. 
Fremont and Staff arrived at Bolivar, Polk Co., 
16 miles from Camp Morissey, and encamped this 
evening, on the outskirts of the town. Bolivar, 
like nearly all the towns of the southwest, is al- 
most entirely deserted, the stores being all closed 
and many of the houses deserted. 

It is now ascertained that the loss of Fremont’s 
Body Guard in the brilliant charge at Springfield 
was Gor 8 killed, some 15 to 20 wounded. A 
number of most brilliant instances of daring was 
shown on our side. One Sergeant had three 
horses shot under him and a rebel placed a pistol 
at his head, and was in the very act of firing when 
the Major severed his arm from his shoulder, and 
laid him dead at the horses feet. 

Col. Carns’s 3d Illinvis Cavalry, and Major 
Holman’s sharpshooters have left for Springfield 
and one regiment of Gen. Sigel’s division will 
march there at midnight. 

Gen. Fremont and staff, and Gen Sigel’s divis- 
ion, start by forced marches for Springfield at day- 
light to-morrow morning, and will probably ar- 
rive there in the evening. Gen. McKinstry was 
two miles north of Warsaw last night. General 
Pope was this side of the Osage, and Gen. Hunter 
in advance of him, all marching to this point. 

I understand that in the forthcoming battle, 
Gen. Lane and Sturgis will have the left wing, 
Gen. Hunter the right. As both the main col- 
umn and McKinstry’s division will form the re- 
serve, Gien. Siegel will take theadvance. Nothing 
further has been heard from Price, and no news 
of Ben McCulloch.

Public Thankagiving and Praise. 

In this time of our country’s affliction, and amidst 
the responsibilities and trials occasioned by the unnatur- 
al and unprovoked civil war in which our country has 
been involved by wicked and desperate men, let us illus- 
trate our loyalty to the Sovereign Ruler of the Universe 
by a cheerful submission to His will and an unfalter- 
ing trust in the wisdom of His Providence, and the 
beneficence of His purposes; let us bless and praise 
Him for His great goodness and loving kindness to us 
His children. 

He orders all things well. 

Let us thank Him for the innumerable favors and 
benedictions which He has showered upon us, manifest- 
ing His continual presence and fatherly care, and pic- 
turing even the'most serious habit of our lives with so 
many golden threads of happiness; for the inestimable 
boon of health; for the genial skies which He has made 
to smile upon us, filling the garnersof the husbandman, 
and ‘affording all manner of store;” for the education- 
al, charitable and religious institutions of our beloved 
Commonwealth ; for its equal and just laws; and for its 
countless homes of peace and affection. 

And let us rejoice that we have a country wortby of 
our devotion and love; that the government of the fath- 
ers, established to secure the blessings of liberty and 
justice, and to promote the common welfare, still stands 
firm and fast in the intelligence and patriotism of the 
people; that He has given them grace and strength to 
defend and preserve it against the machinations of the 
enemies of freedom and humanity; that, rising above 
the petty divisions and the importunate and miserable 
clamors of ordinary times, they have been made one in 
a holy zeal and an inflexible purpose to preserve the 
wisest and best government ever vouchsafed to man. 

Let us bless God that long and uninterrupted years uf 
material prosperity have not been permitted to sap the 
virtue or waste the strength of the people, and that 
wi en the hour of duty and trial came, and the fruits of 
many generations were to be saved or lost on the field 
of battle, the practice of exalted patriotism became at 
once the rule, and not the exception, among them; and 
men of all professions, trades, occupations, parties and 
opinions, rallied at the earliest note of alarm, with an 
alacrity commensurate with the magnitude of the dan- 
gers which encompassed them. 

On the eleventh of November, old style, correspond- 
ing to the twenty-first of the same month, new style, 
1620, the immortal compact was signed on board the 
Mayflowers. by our Pilgrim Fathers, and on the same 
day that venerated band first trod the soil of New Eng- 
land. 

In grateful recognition of our vast indebtedness to

THE FIGHT AT HARPER’S FERRY. 


Port or Rocks, Md., Oct. 18. 

On the morning of the 16th inst., at 84 o’clock, 
Col. John W. Geary, of the Twenty-eighth Penn- 
sylvania Regiment and about four hundred men, 
composed of fractions of Companies A, D, F and 
G, of the Twenty-eighth Pennsylvania ; C, 1 and 
K, Thirteenth Massachusetts ; A, C and H, Third 
Wisconsin, aided by two ‘‘amateurs,’’ (Judge 
Daniel McCook and Benj. G Owens, of Illinois,) 
were attacked by twenty-five hundred or more of 
the rebels, including the celebrated cavalry regi- 
ment of Col. Ashby. The rebels had six pieces of 
artillery—four of them upon Loudon Heights, 
south, and two upon Bolivar Heights west, upon 
the Charleston road, midway between the Poto- 
mac and the Shenandoah rivers, and a mile aud a 
half back of the Ferry. The rebels first drove in 
our pickets from Bolivar Heights, and then began 
a cross-fire upon us, which lasted several hours. 
Their cavalry charged into Bolivar, but were driv- 
en back by the Third Wisconsin boys, aided b 

shells from Captain Tompkins’ battery, whic 

= upon the Maryland Heights, east of the 

erry. 

Two Wisconsin companies, led by Capt. Henry 
Bertram, then made a desperate charge upon the 
enemy’s guns and took a 32-pound columbiad, 
but were driven back by a cavalry charge and 
heavy, firing from the vicinity Smallwood’s woods. 
Shell then fell about us as thick as hail, and mak- 
ing a noise over us about like a train of cars when 
crossing a bridge. Capt. Tompkins at this time 
turned his guns upon Loudon Heights, silenced 
all their guns there, and svatte the cnemy, 
who were seen in great numbers. Two rebel guns 
upon Bolivar Heights kept up a constant fire 
with shell and cannister until about five P. M., 
and our men were gradually advancing = them 
under cover of the houses, breaking down the 
fences as they went to the west end of the town, 
when Lieut. Martin, with a piece of artillery, 
belonging to the Ninth New York Regiment came 
to our aid, and fired upon the enemy with terrible 
effect, advancing at intervals, accompanied Col, 
Geary in person, the men flanking right and left 
considerably in advance of the piece, and dcploy- 
ing obliquely. 

The Wisconsin men, commanded by Capt. H. 
Bertram, were on the left; the Massachusetts 
men, under Lieut. Jackson, 2 Pennsylvania com- 
pany, and one of the ‘* Amateurs’? composed the 
right wing. Col. Geary, Judge McCook, and the 
balance of the Pennsylvanians were in the centre. 
Our brave band, with a universal shout for the 
Union, stormed the heights of Bolivar, drove the 
enemy in the wildest confusion from Smallwood’s 
woods, recaptured the 32-pounder and two am- 
munition wagons, disabled several of the enemy’s 
horses, took four prisoners, including Chaplain 
‘* Billy North,’’ of Jefferson Co., Va. The rebel 
Colonel’s cap was among the trophies ; he was 
shot from his horse, but remounted and made his 
escape. The rebels could not stand the fire of our 
artillery and Enfield rifles, so they fled to the 
woods, near Halltown, and began shelling us with 
the only remaining available gun they had left ; 
but our shells soon silenced it, one of them strik- 
ing the rebel caisson, caused a great explosion. 
When we reached the heights, we found the axle 
of the **new convert’’ considerably damaged by a 
shell, and also found that the rebels had used 
great industry during the day by making exten- 
sive additions to our works there, from which 
they had driven our pickets in the morning. 

The rebels disgraced themselves more than ever 
by taking off the clothing, rifling the pockets, and 
then running their bayonets through the Federal 
‘killed. 

A team of a dozen horses was brought up from 

the Ferry with remarkable expedition, and the 
| big gun was conveyed across the river, placed in 
position commanding Harper’s Ferry and the 
‘mouth of the Shenandoah, and was there by one 
of the amateurs named **The New Convert to the 
Union.’’ As the gun moved down the street to- 
wards the Maryland side, we met Major Tindale 
and Adjutant Flynn witha reinforcement of five 
companies, to wit, B, C, 1, K and M, of the 28th 
Pennsylvania, who had just arrived from Point of 
tocks. The cheering of there troops was most 
vociferous ; and the Virginia ladies of the place 
gave strong proof of their love for the Union by 
| waving their handkerchiefsand joining in the gen- 
eral jubilee. About 5 P. M. one or two other 
eannon of the New York Ninth crossed the river, 
ascending Bolivar Heights, and the woods in the 
direction of Halltown, as wellas Loudon Heights, 
were completely shelled, but with no reply. 

Our loss was four killed and eight wounded. 
Theirs must have been very heavy, as they had all 
the wagons of the neighborhood busy in hauling 
off their slain. Two wagons were seen full of 
the killed. Their Chaplain admitted their loss 
to be very heavy, and much blood was found upon 
the hill from which they were driven. 

Colonel Geary displayed much skill and great 
bravery during the whole of the engagement. 

This was my first day upon the battle field, and 
my venerable friend Judge McCook fully sustain- 
ed the high reputation of ‘the MeCook fighting 
family.”? This was nota ‘Bull Run,’ but a 
rebel-run affair. The rebel Colonel, during the 
next day, sent down a flag of truce, offering to 
exchange the only prisoner they took, a Pennsyl- 
vania corporal. for the chaplain. A few of their 
cavalry also appeared back of Bolivar, but were 
rem fd shelled and dispersed by the Rhode 

sland Battery. 

Great praise is due the surgeons of the Third 
Wisconsin and Thirteenth Massachusetts for skill 
and attention to the wounded, and to Corporal 
Myers, of company A, Third Wisconsin, for ef- 
= aid in bringing the captured gun off the 
field. 

Col. Geary was ordered by Major Gen. Banks 
to cross the Potomac at Harper's Ferry, in order 
that he might capture a large quantity of wheat, 
most of which was stored in a mill belonging to 
a gentleman - an: name of Herr. The order 
aforesaid was obeyed, and twenty thousand bush- 
els of wheat was taken. The object of the mis- 
sion was accomplished before the battle began.

His position at the California Bar 
as an advocate was the highest and most enviable 
jof any man in the State. Lis oratory was of the 
best order and would have placed him at the head 
of his profession at any bar of the country. His 
ability as a speaker made him of especial demand 
in criminal defenses ; and for years he had the 
monopoly of murder cases and other criminal 
cases of the largest moment. Some of the most 
splendid and powerful arguments ever pronounced 
in a court of justice on this continent have been 
made by Col. Baker. Daniel O’Cornnell, in the 
height of his professional fame, was not more the 
pride of all Ireland, for the brave, bold and elo- 
quent criminal defence than was Col. Baker in 
Cal:fornia for many years before he left the State. 
Deepairing of polities, he some short time since 
left California for Oregon and was immediately 
returned to the United States Senate. Ie there 
at the first session took a stand among the fore- 
most leaders of debate, and bid fair to establish, 
at no very distant day, a name among the great- 
est ornaments of the American Senate. He has 
given much of his time since the war, to raising 
soldiers fér the Union, and was tendered the post 
of Brigadier General, which he declined, as it 
would oblige him to vacate his seat in Congress ; 
but in a more subordinate capacity he led his men 
at their head, and early fell in the cause of Amer- 
ican nationality. His heroism will embalm his 
name among the heroes of this struggle. It will 
be long before so able, so brilliant and so merit- 
orious a man will be secured for his place in the 
national councils. Peace be to the shade of the 
patriot lawyer who has laid down his life for his 
country.— Boston Post.
